Pair Caught In 
Theft Of Rails 


Water District Officials 
Note Determination To 
End Petty Depredations 


Thad C. Green and Robert L. Doo- 
ley were found guilty of petty theft 
Wednesday morning before Justice 
of the Peace T. F. Lewis in the first 
of a series of prosecutions promis- 
ed by El Dorado Irrigation Dis- 
trict if such becomes necessary to 
halt what is complaned of as a se- 
ries of petty depredations against 
district property. 

Green and Dooley were found 
guilty of stealing a number of light 
railroad rails belonging to the dis- 
trict’s property near the Weber 
Creek dam and were traced from 
there to a small mining undertaking 
Operated by the two in Blair’s dis- 
trict. 

In the light of the circumstances 
and in consideration of evidence in- 
dicating Green and Dooley had 
made some effort to learn who own- 
ed the rails, the court imposed a 
suspended sentence of thirty days, 
with a warning to the two against 
further future misconduct. 


It was learned that following the | 


court appearance, Green and Dooley 
met with a representative of the ir- 
rigation district to seek to arrange 
either to return the rails or to pur- 
chase them. 

Water district spokesmen said 
that continuing theft of district ma- 
terials, or other petty depredations 
will be vigorously traced down and 
prosecuted wherever possible.
